Princii>al  ])ayments  on  the  Trunk  Line  Completion 
(Highway)  Note  are  increased  annually  until  19J:(»  when 
the  final  payment  becomes  due.  Payments  on  the  Note 
issued  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  Railroa<l  Pro])ei'ty 
become  due  in  the  amount  of  •*|S50.00  annually,  the  linal 
l»aynient  being  105S.  Tlie  amount  necessary  to  meet 
maturities  af  these  notes  is  raised  e^\ch  year  by  taxation. 

In  case  of  the  Water  Notes,  i)ayments  on  account 
of  )»rincipal  and  interest  are  made  out  of  earnings  of  tlie 
department.  On  one  note  there  is  an  outstanding  bal- 
ance of  |7,()00'.00.  On  this  note  a  i)rincipal  ])ayment  of 
.*}f400.00  is  made  each  year,  the  last  payment  becoming 
due  in  105S.  There  are  eleven  notes  bearing  interest  at 
tlie  rate  of  3Vli%'  amounting  to  -fll.oOO.OO.  In  this  series 
the  notes  mature  in  varying  amounts  from  |1,000.00  to 
|2,()00.0'0  annually,  u])  to  and  including  the  year  1947. 
In  addition  there  are  seven  notes  issued  at  a  H%  r^tC' 
amounting  to  |11, 750.00,  maturing  in  amounts  of  |500.00 
to  .11^5.000.00.  Maturities  of  this  series  are  in  the  years 
1944,  1!)47,  1948,  1949  and  1950. 

Inasmuch  as  the  annual  nmturities  of  notes  in 
these  last  two  series  aie  of  varying  amounts  and  in  nmny 
cases  amount  to  more  than  can  be  paid  out  of  the  earn- 
ing of  the  water  de])artnient,  new  notes  will  probably  be 
issued  to  take  up  old  ones  as  has  been  the  ])ractice  in  tlie 
]»ast. 

It  is  our  suggestion  and  recommendation,  however, 
that  a  general  refunding  of  notes  in  these  two  series, 
an:()unting  in  all  to  f2H,050.0'0,  by  the  issuance   of   serial 
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notes  in  denoniinations  of  |1,0!)0.00,  be  made.  If  this 
were  done  the  entire  debt  wonld  be  paid  np  in  approxi- 
mately twenty  years  and  the  present  practice  of  renewinii; 
notes  wonld  irot  have  to  be  resorted  to.

kSELECTMEX'S  and  TREASURER'S  ACCOUXTS 

C'ur  andit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jannary 
:n,  1940,  and  the  period  from  February  1,  1940,  to 
Angnst  28,  1940.  The  Vouchers  issued  by  the  Selectmen 
during  this  time  were  examined  as  were  also  the  su])port- 
ing  invoices  and  payrolls.  The  amounts  were  compared 
witli  the  entries  in  the  Receipts  and  Payments  Book  and 
classificaticni  of  expenditures  noted. 

Tlie  checks  issued  b}^  the  Treasurer  were  compared 
with  the  Selectmen's  orders.  The  total  amount  of  ex- 
])enditnres,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  Cash  Book,  was 
in  agreement  with  the  total  as  indicated  in  the  Select- 
men's records.  The  Treasurer's  receipts  were  checked 
by  source  insofar  as  possible. 

The  Treasurer's  Cash  Book  l>alance  as  of  August 
28,  1940,  was  in  agreement  with  the  reconciled  baidv  bal- 
ance of  like  date.     (Schedule  (i) 

The  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  are  commended  on 
the  method  employed  in  filing  Vouchers,  Invoices  and 
Payrolls,  which  made  these  records  readily  accessible  for 
]»urposes  of  audit. 

TAXES 

The  collection  of  taxes  in  Alton  is  highly  satisfac- 
tory. It  is  noted,  however,  that  in  a  few  instances  there 
are  nnredeemed  taxes  extending  back  over  a  period  of 
more  than  the  two  years  during  which  redemptions  may 
be  made.  It  is  recommended  that  in  such  cases  the  own- 
ers be  notified  that  the  town  will  take  deeds  to  their 
])roperty  if  redemptions  are  not  made  within  a  reason- 
able time,  (;U)  days  is  suggested).  A  complete  list  of 
unredeemed  taxes,  which  have  been  bought  by  the  town, 
indicate<l  by  year  of  levy  is  contained  in  Scliedule  I. 

TOWX  CLERK 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  Clerk  were  examined 
and  a  summarized  statement  showing  motor   vehicle   per- 
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niits  and  dog  licenses  issued  as  well  as  remittances  to  the 
Treasurer  by  the  Town  Clerk,  is  presented  in  Schedule  H, 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

Tlie  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Water  De- 
partment were  audited,  and  the  balance  on  hand  as  of 
Septend)er  7,  1940,  as  indicated  by  the  Cash  Book,  recon- 
ciled with  the  bank  balance  of  this  date.      (Schedule  J) 

Uncollected  water  rents  amounted  to  12,484.5(1. 
Of  this  amount  ii|!()98.4(>  represented  1940  accounts,  and 
11,780.10  previous  years.  It  is  recommended  that  some 
action  be  taken  to  enforce  the  collection  of  delinquent 
accounts,  some  of  which  are  for  considerable  amounts 
and  extend  over  a  period  of  several  years.  A  det^iiled 
list  of  all  uncollected  water  rents  is  contained  in  Sclied- 
ule  K. 

SUMMARY 

One  of  the  chief  linancial  problems  of  the  town, 
wliich  has  heretofore  been  referred  to,  is  the  rearrange- 
ment of  the  water  debt  payment  scliedule.  In  order  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  having  to  renew  notes  because  de- 
l)artmental  earnings  are  insufficient  to  take  care  of  ma- 
turities, it  is  again  recommended  that  approximately 
•123,000.00  of  the  i)resent  outstanding  notes  be  refunded 
by  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  in  denominations 
of  I l,()00,Ol>,  payable  over  a  period  of  twenty  years. 

The  amount  outstanding  on  the  note  issued  for 
the  purchase  of  the  railroad  property  is  flG,150.0D.  Al- 
though 1850.00  is  raised  by  taxation  each  year  to  reduce 
the  principal  of  this  note,  receipts  from  the  future  sale 
of  lots  from  this  property  should  help  materially  to  off- 
set the  annual  payments  of  principal  and  interest. 

Matters  relating  to  accounting  and  reporting 
])rocedure  were  discussed  with  the  various  town  officials 
during  the  course  of  the  audit  and  are  not  enumerated  in 
tliis  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  211, 
Section  31,  of  the  Laws  of  1939,  a  copy  of  this  report  or 
a  summary  of  its  essential  features  shall  be  publishe<l  in 
the  next  annual  report  of  tiie  town.

OF  TRUST  FUNDS

Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
Alton,  New  Hampshire 
(ientlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  an  audit  of  the 
Trust  Funds  of  the  town  of  Alton  which  has  been  made 
by  this  division  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  January  31, 
1941,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  your  town  as  ex- 
pressed by  a  vote  taken  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March 
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for  an  audit  and  examination  of  the  town  accounts.  As 
the  trust  fund  records  were  not  available  when  the  gen- 
eral audit  was  made  due  to  the  incapacity  of  one  of  the 
trustees  this  part  of  tlie  audit  was  iiostponed  to  this 
later  date. 

A  statement  lias  been  prepared  sliowing  tlie  trust 
funds  held  by  the  trustees  together  with  the  activity  of 
the  income  account  for  the  fiscal  j^ear  just  ended. 
(Schedule  A)  Another  statement  showing  the  manner 
in  wliicli  the  various  funds  and  accummulated  income 
iire  invested  is  i)rcsented  in  Schedule  B. 

In  arriving  at  the  total  of  trust  fund  princijial  and 
accummulated  income,  the  income  to  be  allocated  to  the 
various  accounts  for  the  past  fiscal  year  as  indicated  on 
a  statement  preitared  by  the  trustees  was  added  to  the 
amount  of  such  funds  and  the  balances  of  unexpended 
income  as  shown  by  the  ledger  accounts  as  of  February 
1,  1940.  Prom  this  total  the  expenditures  actually  made 
before  the  date  of  this  audit  were  deducted.  The  result- 
ing auiount,  -150,078. 88,  rei)resents  the  actual  amount  of 
trust  fund  princii)al  and  unexpended  income  as  of  Febru- 
ary (5,  1041.  It  was  understood  by  tlie  auditor,  however, 
that  further  exi)enditures  chargeable  to  the  last  fiscal 
year  were  to  be  made  before  the  accounts  were  actually 
closed  for  the  year. 

The  securities  in  which  the  funds  are  invested 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  order.  The  verifica- 
tion of  the  amounts  deposited  in  savings  banks  was  made 
by  reference  to  the  pass  books  on  whidi  interest  for  the 
year  ended  December  :>1,  1040,  had  been  entered  in  each 
instance.  The  balance  of  the  checking  account  was  in 
agreement  with  the  reconciled  statement  of  the  Farming- 
ton  National  Bank  as  of  January  2~\  1041. 

During  the  course  of  the  audit  the  question  of  dis- 
position of  certain  undistriluited  income  which  has  ac- 
cummulated over  a  period  of  years  was  raised  by  the 
trustees.  It  is  my  belief  that  inasmuch  as  it  would  be 
])ractically  impossible  at  this  late  date  to  ascertain  its 
source  or  to  allocate  it  to  the  proper  accounts  the  trus- 
tees would  be  within  their  rights  in  using  it  for  such  pur- 
poses as  they  might  use  other  trust  fund  income.

This  once  beantifiil  jjark  was  devastated  by  tlie  hur- 
ricane of  1938.  The  pine  g^rove  was  entirely  nprooted, 
leaving  wreckage  which  would  be  very  expensive  to  re- 
move. The  trustees  labored  diligently  to  salvage  such 
timber  as  was  usuable  but  the  amount  derived  from  sale 
of  same  was  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  expense  of 
removing  the  stumps  and  tilling  the  holes.  The  "Rest- 
A-While"  area  was  fortunately  left  intact.  This  small 
area  with  its  tables,  seats,  and  open  air  fireplaces  still 
serves  as  a  mecca  for  many  out  of  town  travelers.  It  is 
vei*y  necessary  however,  that  the  back  ground  be 
smoothed  and  replanted  so  that  the  years  may  again  re- 
store the  park  to  something  of  its  original  beauty. 

The  trustees,  Garden  Club  and  others  interested,  have 
rendered  much  service.  Much  more  however,  needs  to 
be  done  and  the  trustees  earnestly  hope  that  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  assist  in 
restoring  the  park,  in  part  at  least,  to  its  original  beauty.

(b)      Administrative  Problems 

The  1939  session  of  the  legislature  passed  a  law 
authorizing  the  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  in 
spect  any  motor  vehicle  used  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
porting school  children.  In  November  of  that  year  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Department  issued  a  set  of  requirements 
for  school  busses.  These  new  requirements  necessitated 
the  checking  of  many  vehicles  being  used  and  caused  a 
number  of  minor  adjustments.  On  July  1, 1940,  two 
other  sets  of  requirements  were  issued  which  forbade  the 
use  for  school  transportation  of  many  vehicles  formerly 
used  for  such  purpose.  The  problem  thrown  onto  school 
boards  and  superintendents  with  these  new  regulations 
were  truly  serious  because  of  the  difficulty  of  finding 
vehicles  that  confonned  to  the-new  requirements  and  of 
finding  ways  of  financing  the  purchase  of  these  new  and 
more  expensive  vehicles.  During  the  summer  four  neAV 
school  busses  were  purchased  in  this  supervisory  union ; 
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one  for  Pittsfield,  one  for  Wolfeboro,  one  for  Alton  and 
one  for  Tnftonboro.  A  good  part  of  the  superintendent's 
time  during  the  summer  Avas  spent  in  work  on  the  de- 
tails of  the  thirty-five  ditferent  transportation  contracts 
in  the  union.  About  half  of  the  vehicles  used  this  year 
were  not  used  by  their  present  owners  for  school  trans- 
portation last  year.  As  no  provisions  were  made  by  the 
Motor  "S^ehicle  Department  for  inspecting  the  vehicles 
used  for  school  transportation  to  see  whether  or  not  they 
met  the  requirements  set  up  by  the  department,  much 
added  work  was  thrown  onto  the  school  boards  and  su- 
perintendent. The  total  amount  which  will  be  spent  for 
the  transportation  of  children  in  this  supervisoi*j'  union 
during  the  year  194041  will  be  about  |I9,500.

Twenty-nine  tuition  pnpils  are  registered  in  the 
high  school:  Four  from  Barnstead;  nine  from  Gilman- 
ton;  fourteen  from  New  Durham;  and  two  from  Wolfe- 
boro. 

Four  new  subjects  have  been  added  to  our  curric- 
ulum :  Civics,  Consumer  Buying,  Hunmn  Relations 
and  Practical  Mechanics.  Physics,  which  has  not  been 
ottered  during  tlie  past  several  years,  is  being  ottered  this 
year. 

There  has  been  one  cliange  in  the  teaching  staff. 
Mr.  Leroy  (TUi>till,  B.  S.,  replaced  Mr.  Donald  H.  Mc- 
Leod  as  teacher  of  agriculture. 

New  equipment  whicli  has  been  purchased  this 
year  includes  the  following:  Equipment  and  apparatus 
for  the  Physics  laboratory;  tools  and  equipment  for  Prac- 
tical Mechanics  and  an  electric  refrigerator  for  Home 
Economics.  New  text  books  have  been  i)urchased  for 
Physics,  Civics,  Consumer  Buying  and  Hunum  Relations. 
In  addition  to  these  books,  several  reference  books  have 
also  been  purchased.  New  music  has  been  purchased 
for  our  chorus. 

Athletics  have  been  self  supporting  and  have  fur- 
nished a  small  surplus  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
e(piipment. 

Our  annual  winter  carnival  was  scheduled  to  be 
held  on  February  ll^th  and  15th.  The  grade  school 
events  were  scheduled  for  Friday  afternoon.  The  high 
school  events  Avhich  were  scheduled  for  Saturday  were 
l)Ostponed  until  March  Sth  because  of  unfavorable  weath- 
er conditions.     Tlie  carnival  ball  and  tbe  queen  contest 
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contributed  to  tlie  tinancial  success  of  the  winter  carni- 
val. 

An  association  known  as  The  Student  Activities 
Association  of  Alton  high  school  has  been  formed.  The 
])urpose  of  this  association  is  to  promote  a  feeling  of  co- 
o])eration  between  mendiers  of  the  student  body  and 
council  by  creating  in  the  minds  of  the  students  and 
council  members  the  idea  that  the  school  is  what  they 
wish  to  make  it  and  this  purpose  can  be  carried  out  only 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  student  body,  the  members  of 
the  council  and  the  teacliers.  All  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties of  the  school  are  under  the  direction  of  this  associa- 
tion. To  date  the  association  has  been  functioning  in  an 
excellent  manner. 

A  night  school  class  in  automobile  mechanics  is 
being  conducted  under  the  Out-of -School  Kural  Youth 
Defense  Program.  Mr.  Ed  Downing  has  been  hired  as 
the  instructor.  The  class  has  been  held  in  the  building 
owned  by  Miss  Brown  which  is  located  next  to  the  school 
jn^operty. 

Th.ere  seems  to  be  a  definite  need  for  a  full  pi^)- 
gram  in  industrial  arts  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  School 
Board  will  make  it  possible  to  offer  four  years  of  indus- 
trial arts  to  the  pupils  of  Alton  high  school  instead  of 
the  present  two-year  ])lan.  If  the  industrial  arts  program 
is  to  be  conducted  in  Alton  higli  school  it  will  be  necessary 
for  us  to  have  additional  slio])  facilities.  Tliis  problem 
could  be  solved  by  acquiring  the  building  and  ])roperty 
owned  by  Miss  Brown  which  is  located  adjacent  to  the 
school  property  which  I  understand  could  be  purchased 
from  Miss  Brown  at  a  very  reiisonable  price.

(b)     Report  of  School  Health  Work,  Ruth  S.  Langille 
To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and    Superintendent 
of  schools : 

The  health  record  of  the  Alton  pupils  continues  to 
be  very  good.  Very  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
Avere  reported  last  year. 

The  school  dental  clinic  completed  in  the  spring; 
and  sponsored  by  the  Alton  Parents'  club  was  very  suc- 
cessful and  it  is  hoped  that  this  good  foundation  work 
will  not  be  entirely  lost  by  abandoning  the  project.  In 
many  cases  the  work  was  done  with  the  expectation  that 
it  would  be  a  continual  process  and  could  be  carefully 
followed  up  to  insure  eventual  healthy  teetli. 
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Following  will  be  found  the  record  of   tlie   dental 
clinic :     9S  pupils  done — 9(>  completed.

Of  the  98  pupils  done,  48  paid  in  full  for  the  work 
and  2  paid  part.  Parents  of  48  pupils  either  felt  they 
could  not  pay  for  the  work  or  failed  to  pay  necessitating 
•f  185.50  to  be  paid  by  the  Parents'  club  and  contributions 
from  Red  Cross,  Woman's  club  and  friends. 

This  large  amount  of  work  was  done  with  178  sit- 
tings and  40  trips  to  Pittsfield  necessary.  Many  of  these 
luipils  had  never  had  any  dental  work  done  and  in  two 
cases  19  and  24  fillings  were  necessaiw  in  one  mouth. 

Another  year  if  the  work  is  kept  up  there  should 
only  be  necessary  from  one  half  to  one  third  of  this 
amount  of  work;  and  cost. 

Other  connective  work  was  accomplished  through- 
out the  year.  Twenty  of  the  30  pupils  who  needed  them 
were  fitted  to  glasses.  Thirteen  of  the  39  pupils  who 
needed  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations  were  done.  One 
child  with  defective  hearing  had  specialist  attention. 
Six  were  examined  by  Dr.  Kerr  in  chest  clinics.  One 
child  had  all  necessary  orthopedic  attention  by  Dr.  Ezra 
Jones  at  Manchester  and  is  under  the  supervision,  every 
other  week,  of  Mrs.  Carrie  Price,  Physiotherapist. 

Alton  schools  had  the  benefit  of  the  surplus  com- 
modities i)rogram,  and  apples,  oranges,  grapefruit  juice, 
raisins,  butter  and  canned  peaches  were  distributed  to 
the  schools.     This  with  the  hot  lunch  program    made   it 
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possible  for  every  cliild    to   have   extra    nourishment    at 
school.

Slowly  the  health  standard  of  Alton  pupils  is  be- 
ing raised  to  higher  levels  by  the  correction  of  these 
physical  defects  which  tend  to  keep  a  growing  child  re- 
tarded. As  yet  we  have  not  approached  a  100%  mark  in 
this  respect  but  we  are  now  up  above  the  60%  level. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  parents,  teachers  and 
friends  of  the  Alton  pupils  for  encouraging  and  helping 
with  this  work,  especially  the  Parents'  club,  which  re- 
nuiined  faithful  to'tlie  school  in  its  dental  clinic  needs. 
It  was  a  big  job  well  begun.
